The jury which heard the evidence in 
the trial in the Federal court of Charles 
A. Stoneham, part owner of the New 
York Giants; Ross F. Robertson and 
Elmore D. Dier, charged with using 
the mails to defraud, reached a verdict 
late last night. Due to the absence of 
Stoneham and = Robertson, who could 
not be located after they left the. court- 
room when Federal Judge Francis A. 
Winslow ordered the jury locked up for 
the night, the verdict could not be re- 
corded and the jury was taken to a 
hotel. The verdict will be returned this 
morning. 

There. were many conflicting rumors: 
concerning the verdict flying around the 
corridors. One report was that all three 
defendants had been convicted. How- 
ever, earlier reports were that shortly 
before the verdict was reached the 
-jurors -stood nine to three for acquittal. 

The failure of Stoneham, Robertson 
and their attorneys to be in court when 
the verdict was reached was due to a 
decision made by Judge Winslow at 
10:30, when he ordered the jury locked 
up for the night, as they’ had not then 
agreed. Judge Winslow, Stoneham and 
Robertson, all left the building. Dier;

Judge Winslow 
waited until it was ascertained that the 
defendants would not be- reached within 
a reasonable time and then ordered the 
jury locked up for the night in a hotel 
whose name was not divulged. 

Of the éight persons originally in- 
dicted, five have been discharged by 
order of the Court. They are Leo 
Bondy, Stoneham’ s attorney; Bernard 
A. Andrews; his father; Fred Andrews, 
cashier for E. D. Dier & Co.; Horace 
Stonéham, a brother ' of Charles 
Stontham, and August Stroh, Andrews’s 
son-in-law and assistant. 

The three last-named were ordered 
acquitted Wednesday by Judge Wins- 
low, who’ fuled that the evidence pre- 
sented by Victor House, Special Assis- 
tant Federal Attorney in charge of the 
prosecution, had not criminally con- 
nected them with the alleged scheme to 
defraud Stoneham’s customers by trans- 
ferring their accounts to the Dier con- 
cern, which shortly afterward failed 
with liabilities of approximately $4,- 
000,000, .

Labor Leader Took Data to the 
President Personally—His In- 
formant Has Vanished. 


The story of how a Department of 
Justice agent thwarted a plot during} 
the war to assassinate Woodrow Wilson 
was revealed yesterday in the publica- 
tion by E. P. Dutton & Co. of the auto-. 
biography of the late Samuél Gompers. 

The story, told in a chapter headed 
“Presidents. I Have Known,"’ indicates

Sir Samuel pointed to unity 
of comnmand of the different air forces 
as a great step forward and revealed 
that henceforth the equipment used in 
the World War would no ‘longer be used; 
but instead, new and improved engines 
‘and planes. 

In pointing to an increase of nearly 
£ ,000 in the eppropssston for the 
air forces, Sir Samuel said that the rise 
,was due both to the depletion of war 
‘stocks and the new alr policy 

The basis of the new policy. Sir Sam- 
uel said, was to treble the British — 
strength it st two vente, | 
when the ‘nation aenee neg 
problem.” As to the yp new 
policy, the Minister au tte the de- 
velopment of air fighting had brought 
about a revolution. 


Cites Revolution in Warfare. 


“This revolution,” he, said, “is far 
greater than the revolution produced by 
the invention of gunpowder in the later 
Middle Ages, and for a country like 
ours, which up fo a few years ago, de- 
pended for its defense almost éntirely 
on the sea and its navy, this revolution 
means more than to any other country 
in, the world. 

“There is no use now in going into 
technical discussions or to exaggerate 
claims of air power, as to whether such 
and such.a number of bombs could sink 
a battleship. The central and un- 
deniable fact is that an air force today, 
passing in a few moments over trenches 
and armies ard channels and fleets, can 
penetrate into the very heart of this 
countrys and, whether material damage 

ight or might not be inflicted,- could 

e life well nigh unendurable for 
Bapular living,. mainly fn the large 
cities. 

‘This vital danger we are trying to 
meet in the program before you. Fortu- 
nately, we are surrounded by old friends 
and allies, and so we can consider this 
issue without panic, and calmly plan 
measures for developing a scheme of de- 
fense that, however remote may be the 
possibility of danger, is none the less 
necess te our national security and 
status. t us not brood morbidly over 
remote perils, but, rather, take a sus- 
tained interest in the problem of defense 
which must be faced.’’

out the introducti6n of evidence, 

The confession, read by H enry. Martin, 

a sten apher from the District Attor- 
ney’s office, stated that Mimms fired at 
Hagen at Vyse Avenue and 167th Street,“ 
the Bronx, where he and tae other 
negroes d been halted by the detec- 
tive. 4 Mimms was fearing arrest for 
carryi a pistol. 

Ernest Giicun of 4 East 100th Street, a 
negro, testified Mimms told him the 
penne, after the down’ fn’ the B he had 
“carri a man the Bronx, 
because he would ‘‘just as ged be dead 
as be doing time for carrying a gun.’

TO CUT OR NOT TO CUT. 

There is much pretense of anxiety 
among the Republican leaders at Al- 
bany about a Staté ‘Prohibition En- 
forcement act. Few persons except 
the innocents of the. Anti-Saloon 
League and the W. C. T. U. care a rap 
about this. The Republicans are not 
bound by their platform to do or try 
to do anything in that line. They 
don’t want to pass such a law. All 
their mysterious confabulation and 
loud talk about it are pure humbug. 
What does interest and distress them’ 
is the Staite personal income tax, Shall 
it be reduced in 1925 as it was in 
1924? It can %e, if the appropriations 
are kept down carefully. Governor 
SmirH has so told the Legislature. He 
puts the total estimated available re- 
sources for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, against which appropriations 
may be made, at a little more than 
$179,000,000. “If total appropria- 
“tions of 1925 are kept at or even 
‘“near to the total appropriations of 
‘* 1924, there will be a clear cash sur- 
“* plus of $15,000,000.’" 

The 1924 appropriations, allowing 
for a refund of $3,000,000 by the Fed- 
eral Government for. post-road con- 
struction, were a little less than $155,- 
000,000. The tabbers-up at Albany 
are reckoning total expenditures, ir- 
respective of such little jobs as are 
annually shoved through, at just about 
$179,000,000.. That is a pleasing pros- 
pect for the Republicans. No wonder 
they are worried about it. Last year 
the Republican leaders, after a good 
deal of declamation and finsssing and 
bleeding of hearts about the farmer, 
had to consent to the reduction of the 
personal tax on incomes for 1923. It 
was accompanied by a reduction of the 
direct tax. Governor SMITH says that 
the same relief to personal income tax- 
payers and to real property taxpayers 
can be given this year if the Legis- 
lature keeps appropriations down.‘ 
Whether by their own fault or by cir- 
cumstances, the Republicans have to 
satisfy a popular expectation or be 
** put in a hole ’’ from which they will 
be hardly able to extricate themselves 
at the next elections. 

Of right or of wrong, everybody 
whose taxes were lowered last year 
will kick like a steer if they are in- 
creased this year. This is political 
finance, the only kind in which politi- 
cians are interested. Moreover, the 
New York State Republicans can’t af- 
ford to pursue at Albany a different 
course in regard to economy and tax 
reduction from that of Mr. CooLipGE 
at Washington. Their noses are on 
the grindstone, and they know. it. 
They made much palaver and protest 
last year, but they had to yield. Pre- 
sumably they will be bulldozed into 
virtue again this year. If they are 
not, they may be sure that every. tax- 
payer, fuming over his larger bill, will 
try to make the Républican Party pay 
for it at the polls. 

Governor Smirx’s conference with 
the Republican leaders in the Legis- 
lature on tax reduction yesterday 
seems to have encouraged its friends. 
His special message asking the Legis- 
leture to take a recess for the pur- 
pose was, if ‘“‘ unprecedented,’’ worthy 
of being a precedent. The conference 
is to be continued. Perhaps the Senate 
Republican chiefs will be converted 
to the sound view, financial and polit- 
ical, attributed to Speaker McGINnNIzs.

DISSENSIONS IN BRITISH LABOR. 


Ninety Lakor votes -were cast in the 
House of Commons in support of 
the Communist KirKwoop's protest 
against the Prince of WaALEs’s world 
tour. Nearly all the members of the 
recent Labor Government were on the 
other _ side. Subsequently Ramsay 
MacDona.p, J. R. CiyNes and J..H. 
THOMAS publicly reproved the Kirk- 
wood attitude as a piece of foolish bad 
manners. The question has now de- 
veloped into an issue of party disci- 
pline. A comparatively trivial inci- 
dent has thus served to bring to the 
fore standing ‘differences. within the 
Labor Party.

ment. At the moment he was en- 
grossed in the London conference on 
the Dawes settlement, and the wild men 
had their way. Later came the Zino- 
vieff letter at the climax’ of the gen- 
eral election, and Mr. MacDoNALp was 
compelled to make a half-hearted at- 
tack on the authenticity of the docu- 
ment. . With the triumphant Conser- 
vative sweep and a loss of some forty 
Labor votes came rumors of an in- 
tended drive by-the Labor extremists 
to oust Mr, MacDonaxp from the lead- 
ership of the party. It is not incon- 
ceivable that the Prince of WaLzs de- 
bate was initiated for the purpose of 
embarrassing Mr. MacDoNALp and:pos- 
sibly forcing the question of his lead- 
ership to an issue. 

On everything that touches Russia, 
except the question of formal recogni- 
tion, now an accomplished fact, the 
Labor Party and trade union move- 
ment is sharply divided. Two recent 
incidents are the report on Russian 
conditions brought from Moscow by 
the British Labor delegation and the 
failure of the British representatives 
at the Amsterdam conference of the 
‘International. Federation of Trade 
Uniors to put through their yr -oposal 
for an open conference between the 
Amsterdam and the Moscow Labor’ 
Internationals. It may be taken for 
granted that Ramsay MACDONALD was 
not broken-hearted over the defeat of 
his own delegates. One of them 
brought out of Russia the report char- 
acterized by The Manchester Guard- 
ian’ as the miost optimistic compte 
rendu since JosHUA’s messengers re- 
turned from the Promised Land, but 
regarded by most of the responsible 
Labor leaders as an elaborate study in 
whitewash. As a veteran Labor leader 
and subsequently as head of the Gov- 
ernment, Mr. MacDonaLp had access 
to plenty of authentic information on 


the real state of affairs in Russia. 
This information he may yet be com- 


peiled to make use of. if the present 
strife in Labor ranks forces a show- 
down. With the prestige he brought 
to British Labor during his Premier- 
ship, Mr. MacDona.p should be in no 
serious danger from his wild men. 








HIGHWAYS FOR MOTOR TRAFFIC, 

Seldom does Atlantic City play the 
host to so important a gathering as 
that of the ‘highway officials of the 
North Atlantic States, who met in 
convention there yesterday. How traf- 
fic congestion is to be relieved, how 
existing road systems are to be ex- 
tended ‘and new ones created and who 
is to pay the bill are problems that 
become more difficult every year. 
“There has been an increase of 2,500 
“per cent. in the manufacture of 
“automobiles during the last twelve 
“ years,’’ ‘says L. D. BROWNELL, divi- 
sion engineer of the Utica Bureau of 
Highways, “and the capacity of our 
“roads will soon limit the production 
“and use of motor cars unless con- 
“ struction is speeded up.” One does 
not have to go back to the horse- 
drawn vehicle age to understand Mr. 
BROWNELL when he adds: 

A large proportion of the important 
highways in New York State were 
built when traffic was only a fraction 
of what it is today and were designed 
to carry loads of five tons or less, 
whereas today the traffic is congesting 
them and loads of twelve tons or more 
are placed on them. 

Fifteen years ago few realized that 
the new roads built for motor vehicles 
would prove inadequate>in so short a 
time, and that almost every country 
road would have to be widened and 
laid ‘with asphalted stone or concrete 
to accommodate a phenomenal growth 
of traffic. The complaint now is that 
in the vicinity of all the large cities 
there are too many motor vehicles on 
every road for safety and comfort, and 
that the glut is costly to business. Ap- 
pointments cannot be kept nor goods 
delivered on time. Here in New York 
one can often get about the streets 
more-quickly than by using an auto- 
mobile or a taxi, ‘ 

At the opening session of the 
Atlantic\ City conyention FREDERICK 
Layis, an engineer of the New Jersey 
State Highway Department, had some- 
thing to say about a road to link the 
westerly end of the Holland Tunnel 
with the Lincoln Highway that prom- 
ises to save both time and money for 
motor vehicles traveling. to and from 
the south. “ The proposed highway,’’ 
he said, “ will assume many of the 


|“ characteristics of a railway, except 


“that the rolling stock will be auto- 
“ mobiles, mostly trucks.- In order to 
“ carry the maximum traffic it must 
“be free from interruptions.” Plans 
have been drawn by an advisory board 
which the New Jersey State Highway 
Commissfon appointed. The width of 
the roadway. is to be fifty feet, ample 
for five lanes of traffic. It is calcu- 
lated that: four could be kept moving 
continuotsly, even in case of a break- 
down. The time now taken in busi- 
ness hours to drive a motor vehicle 
from the New York side of the Hud- 
son River to Elizabeth is from two to 
three hours, tie-ups being frequent. 
Mr. Lavis estimates, that an hour

THE “EDUCATORS.” 

“ For mot alone they are useful to 
‘the State,’’ said SENECA, “ who defend 
“ the accused, bring forth candidates 
“for office and cast their vote for 
** peace or war, but also they who en- 
‘* courage the youth and instruct the 
**minds of men.”’ He meant those 
whom we have come to classify 
under the general head “ éducators.’’ 
Seneca also include. ‘among their 
functions the restraining of people 
from running after wealth and luxury 
and the teaching of what is meant by 
honesty, patience, piety, justice, con- 
tempt of death and “ how much freely 
given good there is in ‘a good con- 
science.””’ Several thousand whom he 
so defined have been holding a con- 
ference this week in Cincinnati to dis- 
cuss general educational policies, 
methods of administra and courses 
of study. 

In SeNEcA’s day it was the few who 
were *‘ educated.’* Today, with some- 
where between twenty and thirty mil- 
Yon youthful minds to be instructed, 
it is no longer a matter of an indi- 
vidual curriculum or of wandering 
over the entire range of human ex- 
perience. Educators must take coun- 
sel of one another. Every successful 
isolated experiment should somewhere 
have record, in order that the admin- 
istrators and teachers generally may 
know of it and benefit by it.. At pres- 
ent the public school curriculum is in 
most communities overcrowded. The 
expansion of human knowledge and 
the disposition to ask more and more 
of the schools have together multi- 
plied courses till there is bewilderment. 
The next step must be discriminating 
selection. 

There is already in existence a com- 
mission on curriculum appointed by 
the Department of Superintendence of 
this national body of teachers. It 
would be a great gain if there were a 
national council of men and women 
who could give uninterrupted study 
over a period of years to this problem. 
It would be still more profitable if 
such studies were also made in, other 
countries, and if then there could be a 
world commission made up of the 
ablest “educators ’’—first, to prepare a 
curriculum which should present what 
one generation thinks it most essen- 
tial to transmit to the next, and, sec- 
ond, to recommend the most efficient 
method of transmission discoverable. 

With all this it will still be neces- 
sary to have teachers as defined by 
Seneca, not only prepared to encour- 
age youth and to instruct the minds of 
men, but also to teach what is meant 
by honesty, patience, piety, justice, 
contempt of death and how much there 
is in a good conscience. Such ‘* edu- 
cators ’* are as useful to the State as 
those. who decide for peace or war. 
Indeed, it will chiefly be the teachers 
in the future who will do the deciding, 
through their teaching, for peace or 
war. 


A FRONTIER INDUSTRY. 

“ Beefeaters rule the world.’’ So 
Senator AsHuRsT of Arizona informed 
the Senate during his impassioned de- 
fense of the Senate joint resolution 
introduced by his colleague, Senator 
CAMERON, authorizing the Secretary of 
Agriculture to waive all requirements 
in respect of grazing fees for the use 
of the national forests during the cal- 
endar year 1925. ‘“ The protoplasmic 
** cells of the beef are what sustain a 
“mighty race,”’ he explained, as he 
pleaded with the Senate not to drive 
the cattle interests of Arizona to des- 
peration. “If a Machiavelli had been 
‘* behind the Department of Agricul- 
** ture in the past two or three years 
** planning with cunning mind” how 
to achieve their destruction, he could 
not have done more, according to the 
Senator, than has the Forest Service. 
To be sure, an unprecedented drought 
wrought great havoc among the cattle- 
men of Arizona during the last three 
years, and the decline in the price of 
beef on the hoof, as well as the ‘in- 
crease in the wages of cowboys, 
hastened the financial ruin of many 
cattle owners. But the fact that the 
Forest Service charges a dollar a head 


-for all cattle which graze in the na- 


tional forests and some. day hopes to 
charge more is, to the Senators from 
Arizona, the last straw, and they 
argue with rhore vigor than logic that 
by remitting this toll the Government 
will make it possible for the cattle- 
men to keep their industry alive. _ 

For reasons only understandable by 
those who realize that Arizona is the 
last of the ‘pioneer States, and that its 
leaders still look at many problems 
from-the frontiersman’s point of view; 
the cattlemen: dislike and resent the 
forest rangers. The very fact that any 
‘check should be put on their right to 
graze cattle on what public lands best 
fit their needs: seems to them intoler-’ 
able. _ Hence the Senator from Japeeope. 
achiev slowing 3

What is worse, national forest offi- 
cials: sent to Arizona are frequently 
not practical, ‘‘and do not know a 
Pinus ponderosa from an oak.’” Much 
less do they know about the live-stock 
industry. 

Even if the Senator had not so 
warmly defended his constituents, 
there would be plenty of sympathy 
with the unfortunate Arizona cattle- 
men, But the real cause of their 
distress is that the days of the open 
range are at an end, and the business 
of running cattle on Government land 
is giving way to stock raising on prt- 
vately owned property. The granting 
of permits to a few fortunate stock- 
men to run cattle or sheep in the 
national forests has been but a by- 
product of the forestry business, and 
will soon cease to be economically 
sound .for the .cattlemen, even if the 
fees are abolished.” Incidentally, to do 
so would be to deprive the Forest Ser- 
vice and the State schools of an impor- 
tant source of revenue. Not even the 
divine right of beefeaters to rule the 
world is a valid reason for abolishing 
the grazing fee in the vain hope that 
thus the old frontier methods of rais- 
ing cattle may be prolonged for a few 
years.

‘THE ELECTRIC BELLS OF

Mr. McGru.ican, Minister of Indus- 
announces that the Irish Free 
State Government will seek the con- 
sent of Parliament to the project for 
hydroelectrical development on. the 
River Shannon. He expects that there 
will be nd trouble about financing the

Whatever may be one’s personal opin- 
ion as to the wisdom or the feasibility 
of prohibition, there can be no qu:stion 
that every officer on the Beaufort has 
incurred a heavy responsibility and one 
which the naval authorities must pre- 
ceed promptly to recognize and enforce 
with a severity that will make the 
sorry affair memorable in naval annals. 
The very*best that can be said for any 
man on.the Beaufort,no matter what his 
rank, is that he did not know what it 
was his business and his duty to know 
and to prevent. . That excuse occasion- 
ally has been accepted in our courts 
when offered by the commanders of big 
merchant steamers. E’ven for them it 
was a miserably poor one, heard with. 
amused or. indignant: incredulity every- 
where except where even the smallest of 
legal technicalities are reverenced and 
the rules of. evidence are stretched to 
the breaking point to prevent conviction 
of the possibly innocent. 

On a vessel like the Beaufort, {gno- 
rance is no excuse at all for anybody 
from the Commander down, for it could 
have been preserved only by the exer- 
cise of the most laborious inattention.

The custom is an old one, and common 
to most bodies of the same kind, but 
that is about its only merit. Its ob- 
servance is irrelevant to any real man- 
ifestation of sorrow or of appreciation 
of loss incurred, and it may be seriously 
to the detriment of important: public 
interests. Those members of either the 
Senate or the House of Representatives 
whose relations with a deceased col- 
league have been especially close and 
intimate easily could find other ways 
for showing what their emotions were, 
and could do it usually—almost always, 
indeed—without measurable interruption 
of legislative -work as a whole.

If they were madé at private 
instead of public expense, they really 
would mean something—would mean ex- 
actly what these delegations are sup- 
posed to mean—for those who went 
would do so because of a friendship that 
did not count the cost. 


In the excellent speech 

criticizing the present 
exorbitant rates ~ at 
which inheritance taxes 
and surtaxes now are 
collected, made by ELior WapswortH, the 
Assistant Secretary of State, speaking 
before the women’s department of the 
National Civic Federation, he did ‘not 
mention, or at least did not emphasize 
as. it deserves, the frequently enormous 
costs in the case of inheritance taxes 
that are imposed on heirs in addition to 
the taxes finally determined and paid. 

When the estates are not of the very 
simplest sort, endless formalities, often 
extending through several States, must 
be gone through with. These necessi- 
tate the employment of lawyers, ap- 
praisers and skilled accountants to do 
difficult and expensive work, often. ex- 
tending over many months, and not at 
all infrequently these expenditures are 
not only greater but many times greater | 
in amount than the taxes. 

In casual conversation recently a law- 
yer told of settling the estate of a man 
who had lived.in New York and owned 
@ manufacturing business in New Jer- 
sey. The complications encountered 
were nearly innumerable, and when a 
settlement of New Jersey’s claim at last 
was effected that State received exactly 
$21 and the widow had paid to lawyers, 
appraisers and court officials $720!

In another case mentioned by the same 
informant an executor found in the safe 
deposit of a testator a single share of 
one railway’s stock.

' Trades in New York, 
To the Editomof The New York’ Times: 

Your article headed “A Case) of Union 
‘Tyranny’. might give the impression 
that the conditions you mention in Eng- 
land are true of ‘America, particularly 
New York City.’ - 

The labor unions, of which the follow- 
ing are associated with the Apprentice- 
ship Commission, namely, the carpen- 
ters, electricians, cement masons, paint- 
ers and decorators, bricklayers, plas- 
terers and wupholsterers, cannot be 
charged with not cooperating in meet- 
ing the Increased demand for trained 
mechanics to assist in eliminating the 
housing shortage. ’ 

There are two ways that this shortage 
may be overcome, particularly as it con- 
cerns the need of trained mechanics. 

The use of ex-service men. It may 
be said.to the credit of labor organiza- 
tions that they have taken into their 
ranks practically every service man who 
has shown, through courses in rehabili- 
tation, an ability to do passable work— 
work that would be accepted by employ- 
ers and purchasers of houses. 

As regards apprentices, the records of 
the Apprenticeship. Commission of the 
New York Building Trades Congress will 
show the following facts: 

Out of 31,504 carpenters (registered) 
there are only’ 1,496 apprentices em- 
ployed by the various employers. This, 
too, in spite of the fact that the union 
is allowing one apprentice to every two 
or more men. At the present time there 
are at least 500 of these young appren- 
tices out of work. During the peak de- 
mand for woodworkets there ‘were 


all the time. ‘Were it not for the con- 
tinued efforts on the part of the Appren- 
ticeship Commission the number of un- 
employed would be greatly increased. 


membership ,of 8,500 and bBbsolute con- 
trol of the employment conditions, have 
approximately 1,400 apprentices, and of 
these an average of more than 300 are 
constantly out of employment. During 
the. peak demand at least 200 of these 
young apprentices were out “of ' work. 
This, too, in spite of the fact that em- 
ployers may apprentice two to a ‘firm 
and have three on every job. Nearly 
two-thirds of the bricklaying apprentices 
are indentured with their fathers, the 
employers refusing to accept the re- 
sponsibility of these young workers, 

The plasterers, who have come in fora 
great deal of condemnation, with 5,000 
union members show only 620 inden- 
tured ‘apprentices, whereas the union 
allows one to every five men. The co- 
operation of the Plasterers’ Union in 
trying to meet the demand for building 
construction is strikingly shown by one 
case, where the Apprenticeship Commis- 
sion found twenty-six apprentices on 
one job with not one journeyman me- 
chanic. At the present time there are 
at least 200 out of the 620 indentured 
apprentices out of work, and in fact all 
of these boys have, on the average, 
lost fully one-quarter time during thesé 
so-called boom years. 

The painters and decorators, with 
10,000 members in District-Council No. 
9, have but 180 apprentices. 

It is taking the continued efforts of 
one employe in the office of the Ap- 
prenti¢eship Commission to keep even 
this small number 90 per cent. em- 
ployed. 

The cement masons, with 600 members 
and an allowance of fifty apprentices, 
(seem never to have succeeded in keeping 
more than thirty-eight steadily ¢m- 
ployed. 

The conditions in electrical work as re- 
gards apprenticeship are so bad that we 
are finding a great majority of the ap- 
prentices leaving that trade and going 
back to errand boy, stock clerk and other 
such jobs. 

These are. facts that are taken from 
the files of active and statistical per- 
manent organization, These are only a 
few facts that concern some of the im- 
portant trades.

PUT BLAME ON M’MASTERS. 


Witnesses Declare Brokerage Firm 
Traded Against Customers. 


Witnesses called yesterday by Assis- | 
tant District Attorney Richard H. 
Gibbs in the trial of John F. Macmas- 
ters, charged with trading against the 
order of a customer of the defunct 
brokerage firm of. R. H. MacMasters 
& Cbd., told a jury in Judge Talley’s 
part of General Sessions that the de- 
fendant took an active part in the man- 
agement of the firm. MacMasters is 
the stepfather of Roy H. MacMasters, 
nominal head of the brokerage firm, 
which a few days before {ts failure in 
1922 had been expelled from the Con- 
solidated Stock Exchange. He had con- 
tended that he was not responsible for 
the manner in which the firm was op- 
erated. 

James Cochrane, one of the partners, 
testified that the defendant not alone 
was the manager, but was the real head 
of the firm. Harry C. Nolan of Hills- 
dale, N. J.. an employe up to the time 
of the failure, d that he had fre- 
quently received orders from the de- 
fendant to sell out the accounts of cus- 
tomers. Testimony also was brought 
out that the firm had on its books 
about forty house accounts which were 
used against customers in the market. 

Books of the firm were put into evi- 
deave to substantiate the charge of Peter 
Van Der es, a Hoboken baker. that 
in January, 1922, MacMasters traded 
aginst his account. The books of 8. 
S. Campbell & Co., Curb brokers, were 
introduced to show that on Jan. 28. 1922. 
MacMasters & Co. bought from the 
Campbell firm thirty shares of stock 
for the account of Mr. Van Der Does: 
that two days later MacMasters & Co. 
received this stock and on the same day 
sold it back to Campbell & Co.. making 
delivery on the following day. The 
stock, Mr. Gibbs sought to prove, was 
sold to the other brokerage firm through 
one.of the house accounts in MacMas- 
ters & Co. ‘

GRITIGIZE METHODS 


Educators at Cincinnati Pass 
Motion Asking Better Teaching 
-. and Examination Tests. 


FAVOR CHILD LABOR LAW 


Convention Also Endorses the Bill 
for a National Department 
of Education. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CINCINNATI, Feb. 26.—A motion in- 
tended to bring to the attention of heads 
of American colleges and universities 
purported defects in their teaching meth- 
ods and entrance requirements was 
adopted by the Department of Superin- 
tendents of the National Education As- 
sociation at its final business session 
here today, following an address by 
Frank: D. Boynton, Superintendent of 
Schools of Ithaca, N. Y., during ch 
he séverely arraigned alleged imp r 
practices in colleges and universities. 

The department © passed resolu- 
tions favoring ratificdtion of the pro- 
posed Child Labor amendment and the 
National Department Education bill, the 
two most important legislative measures 
in which the educators are interested; 
pledging their support in the outlawry 
of war, and setting force the position 
of the organization on other subjects of 
lesser importance. 


The meeting virtually marked the 
closing of the convention of the Depart- 
ment of Superintendents and its va- 
rious affiliated organizations. 

Lorado Taft, the sculptor, spoke on 
“The Gospel of Beauty.’ 

Fully 13,000 of the visitors who as- 
sembled here on Monday from all parts 
of the country have started homeward, 
leaving about This group, is the 
Department of Deans of Women, whose 
annual meeting began yesterday and will 
not end until tomorrow. 

The criticism of American institutions 
ef higher education by Mr. Boynton 
came in an address on ‘‘What the Col- 
leges Can Do for Public Schools.” After 
commenting upon the growth of public 
high schools, and characterizing them as 
“the fullest response yet given to 
‘democracy’s demand for democracy in 
education,’’ Mr. Boynton said: 

“There is probably no point at which 
the assumption, widely prevalent in the 
academic world, that the great majority 
of the candidates for admission to col- 
leges arc unfit, comes so sharply to the 
fore as in the matter of entrance re- 
quirements.”’ 

‘‘There must be some method of deter- 
mining which candidates for higher edu- 
cation are capable of profiting by it; 
but to us who deal with the present 
system and its administration the query 
naturally presents itself whether it rep- 
resents the best that the intelligence of 
the colleges can achieve. 

‘Most, if not all, universities set no 
general entrance requirements, leaving it 
to each college within the university to 
determine its own. Thus it happens 
that a candidate admitted to one college 
may be rejected by another in the same 
institution, a condition entirely justifi- 
able where the content of the curriculum 
in a given college is such as to Freanine 
special preparation in particular sub- 
jects. But so wide is the divergence, 
not only between colleges of different 
types within the same institution, but 
between colleges of the same type in 
the same or different States, that one 
wonders whether college entrance de- 
pends upon a sound educational basis 
of essential secondary studies necessary 
for higher study or upon the personal 
opinion of some individual or group in 
an isolated institution. So carefully is 
this idiosyncrasy guarded that a student 
in one college, no matter how thoroughly 
he may have proved his capacity for 
college work, mney not transfer to an- 
other college of the same type until he 
has made good the special entrance re- 
quirements of the second.”’ : 

In proof of his statements, which he 
said were based upon the experience of 
school men in every State in the Union, 
the speaker recited three examples of 
students who were refused admission to 
certain colleges on trivial technicalities. 
He then commented upon the tragic ef- 
fect of such practices upon candidates, 
saying that at one Eastern university 
boys by the hundred meet this fate 
each year. During the last four years 
nine of the colleges with which he has 
been in contact have refused admission 
to 7,942 students, he added. 

“So long as college courses continue to 
be developed over a comparatively nar- 
row field and so long as college’authori- 
ties continue to assume arbitrarily that 
the only fit candidate for higher in- 
struction is the one who has completed 
an arbitrarily set number of units from 
an arbitrarily designated group of 
studies, little relief can be expected 
from such conditions,”’ he declared.. 

“It would seem that fitness:to pursue 
a college course is dess a matter of 
meeting quantities requirements than it 
is of possessing a high level of intelli- 

ence, superior facility in reading and 

n oral and written speech, good habits 
of study and thought and earnestness of 

urpose. Finding satisfactory methods 
or testing these qualifications is admit- 
tedly a more difficult task than adding 
up units of work. 

“Excellence in scholarship is not always 
an index of ability or worth. Two boys 
from the same ‘high school enter the 
same college. One is without scholastic 
honors, the other is the head of his 
class. One is gradyated without ever 
hav: .& single scholastic honor, the 
other has m ornamented with all the 
keys. and scholarships within the gift 
of, the college. Ten years later the man 
without college honors is the general 
manager of a concern in which the ‘in- 
tellectual aristocrat’ earns his daily

REV. WM. F. WAHL DIES. 


Pastor of St. Boniface Church In 
Jersey for 40 Years. 


The Rev. William Francis Wahl, for 
forty years pastor of St. Boniface, the 
oldest German Catholic Church in Jer- 
sey City, died there yesterday in St. 
Francis Hospital. Father Wahl, who 
was 70 years old, suffered an apoplec- 
tic stroke in December; his condition 
later becoming so grave that he was 
taken to the hospital a month ago. 

The priest was born at Gross Hislinger, 
Wtirttemberg, Germany. He studied 
first at Feldkirch, Austria, then Rotten- 
berg, and upon coming to this country 
in 1876 entered Seton Hall Seminary, 
South Orange.

GENERAL PLAN IS PRAISED 


Proposal to Permit Use of Any 
Park Is Held Too Sweeping—

An amendment to the proposed bill 
ef Senator Benjamin Antin, empowering 
the Anna Atkins Heckscher Playground 
Trust to establish and maintain play- 
grounds: in municipal parks. with the 
consent of park authorities, will be sub- 
mitted for approval at a meeting of the 
Park Conservation Association, at the 
Bar Association, at 5 P. M. today. Rep- 
resentatives of nearly fifty organizations 
enrolled under the leadership of Wil- 
lam Bradford Roulstone,-26 Exchange 
Place, to fight all kinds-of park en- 
croachments, will attend. 

The :Anna Atkins Heckscher Play- 
ground Trust was founded by August 
Heckscher with a gift of $150,000. The 
bill authorizing the incorporation in- 
@ludes Corporation Counsel George P. 
Nicholson and Miss Sophie Irene Loeb 
among its first trustees. Under the 
bill the trust would have power to ad- 
minister all funds given for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of play- 
grounds in Central and other parks of 
New York City and the State. 

Park defenders, according to Mr. 
Roulstone, who led the successful fight 
against Mayor Hylan’s proposed music 
and art centre in Central Park, are in 
@ympathy with the general objects of 
the trust but believe that no private 
corporation should have legislative 
authority to use park space for play- 
grounds or other purposes, however 
worthy...

Announcement of the engagement of 
Abby Rockefeller, daughter of John D.

The contract system, under which 
much of the janitorial work in the pub- 
lic schools is done, results in dirty and 
neglected buildings and in some cases 
in the employment of dishonest, drunken 
janitoriai helpers, who are -‘‘untidy, 
harsh and commanding in thefr attitude 
toward the. school children,’”’ according 
to a survey sent.to the Board of Hdu- 
cation yesterday by the Teachers’ Union 
Auxillary. 

The survey, prepared after an exami- 
nation of schools here, schools of other 
cities and other buildings in this city, 
was made by the auxiliary in coopera- 
tion with the. Teachers’ Union. 

A questionnaire sent to school prin- 


cipals as to the persons employed by} 


the custodians brought replies indicat- 
ing that both men and women were, in 
a considerable measure, of “low-grade 
intelligence, in some cases subnormal 
and mostly poorly paid.” 

The inquiry covered janitorial service 
under the contract system and the civil 
service plan. Schoors under the con- 
tract s ate have custodians or jani- 
tors who are appointed ae a pe 
service Hist and receive a cage MT om 
for keeping the schools ie clean, 
his allowance the custodian pays bis 
own salary and 8 aS many or as 
few helpers as sees fit to hire. 
Under civil aoveics plan all jani- 
torial help is taken from civil service 
lists.

REICHSBANK’S DISCOUNT 





RATE CUT 1 PER CENT.) 


Reduced From 10 to 9—First 
Change Since Return to 
Gold Accounts. 


BERLIN, Feb. 28.—The Reichsbank’s 
fate of discount was reduced today from 
W® per cent. to 9 per cent. r 


The German Reichsbank’s rédigcount 
Tate has stood at 10 per cent. since the 
bank was reorganized on a gold basis 
in the middle of last year. During the 
period of uninterrupted currency depre- 
clation, the official rate had reached 
extraordinary heights. In July, 1922, 
the rate stood at 5 per cent., which had 
been unchanged since December, 1914. 
Tt was raised to 6 per cent, during the 
month of July, 1922, to 7 per cent. in 
August and to 8 Ee cent. in September. 

In January, 1923, a rate of 12 per 
cent. was fixed, in April a rate of 18 
per cent. The rate, always covering 
foans made in paper’ marks, thereafter 
advanced to 30 per cent. in August, 1923 
to 90 per cent. in September and to 108 
per cent. in October. 

At the beginning of 1924, however, the 
making of loans in depreciated marks 
Was practically suspended, so that the 
10 per cent. rate adopted by the Renten- 
bank and accepted by the Reichsbank 
when it d returned to gold accounts, 
was made effective and continued until 
the present week. 

Y¥ : reduction in the Reichs- 
bank’s official rediscount rate has been 
predicted for several weeks at Berlin. 
The expectation of such a change was 

both on the gradual easing-off in 
money rates on the open market and on 
the increasing strength of the Reichs- 
bank’s gold reserve, whi had raised 
the ratio of reserve to outstanding notes 
to 50 per cent. or thereabout. The gold 
in the Reichsbank’s rese has _ in- 
creased from 441,877,000 gold marks last 
April to 865,790,000 in e bank’s last 
statement.
